Yadin to Begin: Your offers

Begin, with the consent of the 
leader of the National Religious Par- 
ty. Interior Minister Yosef Burg, 
proposed that a committee of four 
representing the Likud, the NRP, 
Agudat Yisrael and the DMC decide 
on the electoral reform issue. But, he 
added, the Likud will not take any 
step which the NRP will oppose.

Yadin was evidently puzzled as to 
why Begin had invited him. The 
DMC leader bad told Finance 
Minister Slmha Ehrlich some time 
ago that Begin should not call him 
unless he has new offers, asked 
that the message be transmitted to 
the Prime Minister. 

Yesterday Yadin suggested Begin 
was encouraged hy DMC members who 
collected signatures for a renewed 
consideration of the DMC stand. 
Yadin criticised members' un- 
ilateral initiatives which created the 
impression that "the DMC Is ready 
to enter the Government on the 
cheap... Only thus can I understand 
the fact the Prime Minister h*-*» 
presented these proposals,” he told 
the council. 

Yadin opposed reconsidering the 
party's decision, warning this would 
damage the movement.

visit several European countries, in- 
cluding France and Switzerland. 
"He can visit those countries, but not 
Israel?” Swirsky asked rhetorically.

General Ensio Siilasvuo, coor- 
dinator of UN Forces in the Mid- 
dle East, yesterday promised 
Defence Minister Ezer Weizman 
that he would do his best to im- 
press upon Egypt the need to 
abide by the terms of the Interim 
Sinai Agreement. 

The two men met against reports 
— confirmed by top-level defence of- 
ficials — that the Egyptians have 
twice as many men in the limited- 
forces zone as they are allowed un- 
der the terms of the agreement. 

Yesterday a source confirmed to 
The Jerusalem Post that Israel was 
exasperated with the situation in the 
south, after having filed numerous 
complaints about Egyptian 
violations with the UN and having 
received as many assurances from 
the UN and the Egyptians — In- 
cluding a personal cable received by 
Premier Menahem Begin from 
Egyptian War Minister Mohammed 
Abdel Ghany Gam any — that the 
attnatiom would be rectified. 

At present the Egyptians have, 
between 18,000 and 18,000 men In the 
zone, and 16 battalions, as opposed to 
the 8,000 men and eight battalions 
they are allowed under the agree- 
ment. 

The Eygptians, The Post was in- 
formed, have not injected additional 
weapons into the limited-forces zone, 
but they have built unauthorized . 
bunkers and a military infrastruc- 
ture for both defence and attack 
which can accommodate over and 
above the limits of personnel and 
weapons allowed by the pact. 

It Is not entirely unlikely that one 
of the possibilities Israel is currently 
considering is — If the Egyptians 
continue to violate the agreement — 
that of injecting more troops Into the 
Israeli limited-forces zone to 
balance the Egyptians. 

This would, in essence, herald the 
end of the Interim agreement. For 
any decision by Israel Ip do so would 
be a political rather than a tactical- 
strategic one, as the additional 
Egyptian troops are not thought to 
constitute a military threat. 

Security officials and politicians 
have stressed over the past few 
months that the Egyptian violations 
are more against the spirit of the 
agreement. Several thousand ad- 
ditional unarmed men in Sinai hard- 
ly constitute a serious military 
threat, it has been pointed out. 

This is what makes the violations 
all the more puzzling, as Egypt does 
not stand to benefit in any way, other 
than undermining tbe basis of the 
agreement, by its continued 
violations. 

On Israel Television last night 
Weizman played down the actual 
violations but sold "on agreement is 
an agreement and should be kept to 
the letter." 

Israel has lodged five complaints 
with the UN since May of this year, 
and Chief of Staff Mordechai Gur 
charged on Satuxd&y that the UN is 
Ignoring Israel's complaints. Israeli 
sources said yesterday that they 
have positive photographic proof of 
the violations; but they conceded 
that it was very difficult to deter- 
mine exactly how many men were in 
the area at any one time.

UK minister filmed 
against his will on 
Golan Heights 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Israel TV showed no coverage of a 
visit to the Golan Heights by British 
Minister of Housing Reginald 
Frees on yesterday, though a crew 
followed him around and filmed his 
tour there. 

For apparently political reasons, 
Freeson declined to meet with 
newsmen during hla visit to the 
Heights as guest of Construction and 
Housing Minister Gideon Patt, and 
he asked the cameramen not to film 
him. 

When they refused to cooperate, a 
spokesman, from the British Em- 
bassy reportedly asked television 
authorities not to show the visit on 
the Mabat evening news report. 

A source in the TV news depart- 
ment said the footage was not broad- 
cast, but would not confirm that the 
reason .was the "request from the 
British- Embassy. • . 
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Election of Jerusalem rabbis 
may be postponed a month 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Elections of a Sephardi and an 
Ashkenazi chief rabbi for Jerusalem 
will probably be postponed for a 
month beyond their scheduled date of 
September 20, The Jerusalem Past 
has learned. 

Jerusalem religious council chair- 
man Gedalia Schreiber told The Post 
that "many public figures” had ask- 
ed him to postpone the vote because 
it falls between Rosh Hashana and 
Tom Klppur, a busy time far rabbis. 
Only five rabbis, three Sephardi and 
two Ashkenazi, have applied for the 
tender, Schreiber said. 


If the holidays are the real reason 
for the request to delay the vote, 
Schreiber will recommend that the 
committee responsible for elections 
postpone them £or.a month. 


Seme rabbinical sources In the 
capital suggested, however, that the 
delay has been requested by op- 
ponents of Rabbi Bezalel Zoltl. who 
was unofficially inducted as 
Jerusalem chief rabbi by local rabbis 
in 19n and Is now a candidate in the 
race. The capital has not had an 
Ashkenazi chief rabbi for 10 years or 
a Sephardi chief rabbi for four.

Police sources yesterday con- 
firmed a report that they are in- 
vestigating a possible fraud of 
minions' of pounds from Hadassah 
Hospital and said the fraud may in- 
clude padded bills for labour as well 
as materials. 

But it could not be ascertained 
whether the police did In fact suspect 
a senior official of the hospital at 
collusion in the case, something 
which the hospital strongly denied. 
The police believe that Building 
Decoration Service (BDS) of Tel 
Aviv overcharged the hospital in 
supplying acoustic ceiling panels. It 
Is also suspected that the company 
made use of Hadassah's customs ex- 
emption and may have charged the 
hospital for more panels than were 
actually installed. 

The panels were Installed in the 
main Hadassah Hospital in Sin 
Karem, the adjoining Sharett 
Institute and the new medical centre 
on Mt. Scopus. It was learned that 
the police suspect the excess panels 
to have been used In the Migdal Bi- 
nyan Insurance building In Tel Aviv 
and the Soroka Medical Centre in 
Beeraheba. 

Meanwhile a spokesman of the 
Shaare Zedek Hospital in Jerusalem 
denied that any of the panels had 
been used in its new premises being 
constructed in the capital. The 


spokesman said that BDS had sub- 
mitted a bid, but it had not been 
accepted. 

It was learned that the police in- 
vestigation. which is expected to 
continue for another few weeks, is of 
unusually large proportions. 
.Magnets were used to determine 
that the firm supplied the more ex- 
pensive aluminium panels from the 
Hadassah Job, rather than cheaper 
panels specified by other customers. 

At the same time Dr. J&ckKarpas, 
deputy director of Hadassah, 
yesterday told The Jerusalem Post 
that to the best of his knowledge, no 
official of the hospital is suspected of 
accepting a bribe from the firm. He 
said that tbe BDS bid was considered 
In the usual manner by the tenders 
committee. One reason it was 
accepted, he said, was because the 
firm bad agents In Israel. 

According to a news report yester- 
day. an official of tbe hospital 
accepted the Inflated price In ex- 
change for celling panels in his home 
in Zahala. But Karpas said the of- 
ficial had been out of the country 
when the bid was accepted. 

The two directors of the company, 
Tirmiyahu Arbel and Dan Ports, 
both from the Tel Aviv area, have 
been arrested, but no employee of 
the hospital is being held. Karpas 
said that no official has been dis- 
missed or suspended in connnection 
with the case. 


DAMASCUS (Reuter). — The death 
toll in this summer’s cholera 
epidemic rose to 61 in Syria yester- 
day. There have been nearly 1,200 
cases since the outbreak began in 
June. 

Jordan has reported 00 cases and 
Lebanon four, but neither country 
has reported any deaths from 
cholera. 

The only case reported by Israeli 
authorities was that of a .woman 
from Sarta, near Nablus, who was 
hospitalized several days ago. West 
Bank military authorities have 
stepped up examinations of In- 
coming visitors, and foodstuffs are 
banned from passage over tbe 
bridges into the West Bank. 

Egypt has not closed its borders 
with Israel, as reported yesterday, 
because of the cholera outbreak. 
Sources in the Gaza military govern- 
ment said tha t the student transfer 
to Egypt scheduled today would take 
place as planned. 


BOSUN’S BAN 
REDUCED 


Stolen glass antiquities 
believed taken to Jordan

HAIFA. — The Seamen's 
Disciplinary Court yesterday reduc- 
ed the 130 days of disqualification 
from service at sea, imposed on 
bosun Moshe Levy by the Seamen's 
Commissioner on July 29, to 120 days 
of disqualification. 

Levy, the “bosun with a long 
record of trouble-making,” had 
appealed against four of six convic- 
tions for disciplinary violations, and 
the court partially allowed his 
appeal. The 120 days of disqualifica- 
tion will be counted from August 8, 
the court ruled. *

Part of a CoUecftfbn oil glass objects 
donated to the Antiquities Depart- 
ment of the Education Ministry has 
been stolen and may have been 
taken into Arab countries. It was 
reported yesterday. 

The mi ssi n g objects were part of a 
collection donated by Dr. Dan 
Barag. an employee of the depart- 
ment. Upon his return from abroad 
in July, he discovered that 30 pieces 
were missing. 

After questioning employees of the 
department and antiquities dealers, 
police have concluded that some of 
the objects may have been smuggled 
across the Jordan bridges. 

Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer yesterday decided to ap- 
point a committee to recommend 
ways of preserving the country's 
archaeological treasures. The deci- 


sion wa» taken following- a~ meeting 
between the minister, ministry 
director-general Eltezer Shihueli 
and Avi Eltan, director of the depart- 
■ ment. 

In a report to Hammer. Eltan said 
that the department lacked both 
manpower and means to keep track 
of all its acquisitions. Eltan strease’d 
that the situation needed an im- 
mediate remedy. 

Meanwhile, the Israel Museum 
spokesman strongly denied yester- 
day that the stolen objects were in 
any way connected to the museum. 
He pointed out that although the 
department is located on the 
premises of the Rockefeller 
__ Museum, which is associated with 
' the Israel Museum, the department 
is a separate institution. 

The spokesman also flatly denied a 
report that the museum bought some 
objects stolen from the department. 


327 summonses, for 
dirty sidewalks

TEL AVIV. — Three hundred and 
twenty seven summonses, each 
bearing a Ha 00 fine, have so far 
been issued against storeowners for 
failing to -observe the new city by- 
law requiring that they clean the 
sidewalks outside their shops at 
specific times of the day. 

The new by-law, which went into 
effect on September l, has met stiff 
opposition from tbe 10.000-member 
Merchants Association. The associa- 
tion called upon Its members on 
Tuesday to turn off their lights for 
four evenings beginning yesterday, 
and to stop paying municipal taxes. 


Impresario Godik, 59, in Frankfurt 


The impresario Giora Godik died 
in Frankfurt, West Germany, on 
Monday after a prolonged illness, 
aged 59. 

Godik slipped out of Israel surrep- 
titiously five years ago, after piling 
.up debts worth some IL2m. which he 
could not pay, on account of a 
number of musicals he had staged, 
which had flopped. 

He was declared a fugitive from 
justice here. Towards the end of 
1972, he was finally traced to 
Frankfurt, where he was managing 
a restaurant. 

At the peak of his career. Godik 
was famed for his box office 
successes with "My Fair Lady" and 
"Fiddler on the Roof." 

He made money in Germany and 
told his acquaintances he was inten- 
ding to settle with his creditors and 
return to Israel, to resume his place 
in the entertainment world. 

Godik told "Yediot Aharonot" 
reporter Yehezke Adiram a year 
ago: "I love Israel. I promise to go 
back as soon as I can, once I reach 
an arrangement with my creditors. I 
hope the charges against- me in 
Israel will be dropped." 

The impresario's widow, Emma, 
who lived with him in Germany and 



was also declared a fugitive from 
Justice because she passed worthless 
cheques, has contacted the 
authorities here to clarify whether 
she can safely attend the funeral 
when the coffin is flown back to 
Israel In a day or two.

Report says pregnant woman died of 
haemorrhaging; doctor not to blame

BEBRBHEBA. — A three-man com- 
mittee — set up to investigate the 
death of a 21-year-old pregnant 
woman from Netivot shortly after 
she was sent home from hospital — 
found that the doctor who examined 
her could not have known that she 
had an extra-uterine pregnancy. The 
committee also stated In a report 
yesterday that the woman's death 
was caused by shock resulting from 
massive haemorrhaging. 

Zehava Mamran was taken to the 
Soroka Medical Centre here on Mon- 
day complaining of abdominal pains, 
A doctor examined her and sent her 
home. Five hours later she was taken 
back to the hospital where she died. 

Soroka's director. Professor Tosef 
Stern, appointed a committee of doc- 


tors to investigate the death after 
complaints by Zahava's father to 
police were ignored. 

Prof. Stern told The Post last night 
the report found that the doctor who 
examined Mamran on Monday 
received no indication from checks 
be made — such as blood pressure, 
pulse and urine — that her life was in 
danger. 


The woman apparently began 
haemorrhaging badly when she 
returned to Netivot. By the time she 
was taken back to the hospital In 
Beersheba she had died. 


The committee report has been 
forwarded to Kupat Hblixn head- 
quarters in Tel Aviv, where a final 
decision will be reached cm the inci- 
dent. 


(Cob tinned from page «oe) 
sion’a personal physician, confirmed 
the findings. 

- The former bank manager was 
jailed in February, 1973, after the I-B 
Bank, owned by the Williams Group 
of London, went bankrupt. He was 
convicted of funnelling the money 
through Swiss banks into Lichtens- 
tein companies and other Williams 
Group firms. In addition to the 12- 
year sentence, he was fined the un- 
precedented amount of H*25m. 

During much of his imprisonment, 
he was sent to hospitals for treat- 
ment of his serious illness, which Is 
believed to be inflammation of tbe 
arteries with complications. He suf- 
fered several brain haemorrhages in 
the past two years. 

Prior to Be ns Ion's final appeal, a 
prison committee met 13 times about 
the case but refused to release him 
for medical reasons. The members 
argued that allowing Mm to go free 
would undermine the public's con- 
fidence in the court system. 


Last call for Jewish vote in 
New York City primary

NEW YORK. — Considerable cam- 
paign advertising in New York’s 
Ang-Jo -Jewish press reflected the 
weight of the Jewish share expected 
in the vote today for a Democratic 
mayoral candidate. 

A record seven candidates are 
competing In a primary race that 
pundits say is too close to call. Only a 
few percentage points in the polls 
separated the four front runners. 
They are Abe Beame. the incum- 
bent, Congressman Edward Koch. 
Mario Cuomo and Bella Abzug. 

Behind them in the polls were Her- 
man Badillo anc Percy Sutton, 
whose backgrounds are in the Puerto 
Rican and black communities 
respectively, and Joel Harnett. 


Four of the candidates are 
themselves Jewish — Beame, Koch, 
Abzug and Harnett. 

Projections from past elections in- 
dicate Jews may account for close to 
40 per cent of the vote. They com- 
. prise 13 per cent of the city’s popula- 
tion. 

None of the candidates Is thought 
likely to win the required 40 per cent 
for a first-round election today. 
Short of that victory, the top two 
vote-getters will square off against 
each other in a September 19 run-off. 

A sense of a tilt to the right in the 
electorate was evident in the law and 
order emphasis of campaign 
pronouncements. Within this cootex- 
t, capital punishment developed as a 
highly charged campaign issue. 


Dr. Julius Mark, 78, 
dies in New York 

NEW YORK (JTA). — Dr. Julius 
Mark, formerly senior rabbi of Tem- 
ple Bmanu-El, died at his home here 
early yesterday after a long illness 
at the age of 73. 

Mark, a leader in numerous 
religious, educational, social and 
philanthropic causes, retired in 1963 
after 20 years as senior rabbi at the 
leading Reform synagogue.

NAIROBI (UFI) . — An Israeli scien- 
tist yesterday denied Arab charges 
that Israel is “plundering" the 
waters of the Jordan River. 

Yoel Schechter, the Israeli 
delegate to the UN Conference on 
Desertification here, said that Israel 
was diverting water from the Jordan 
under an agreement with King 
Hussein’s government. 

“Israel is one of the few countries 
that have water nationalized and a 
quota system of water is used by 
farmers.” Schechter told a news 
conference. . 

At the start of the desertification 
meeting, Arab delegates denounced 
Israel for diverting water from the 
Jordan to use in reclaiming the 
Negev Desert for agriculture. 

At one point, 66 delegates walked 
out of the conference when 
Schechter got up to speak- He told 
the news conference yesterday that 
he did not want to try to refute the 
Arab claims at the meeting itself. 

Schechter said the Israelis had 
made great progress in turning 
deserts into arable land and “we feel 
that we want to share this know ledge 
with other peoples of the world.

BEERSHEBA. — Had the Arab 
states and their supporters stayed In 
toe hall long enough to hear the 
report of Israeli delegation head Yoel 
Schechter last week at the UN 
Conference on Desertification In 
Nairobi, they might have heard soma 
useful advice on the irrigation of 
crops in the desert. 

The speech described, among 
other Israeli Innovations, a five-year 
Ben-Gurlon University experiment 
in which Negev farmers use sal ine 
water drawn from deep underground 
reserves for Irrigation of crops. 
Schechter is the director of the 
University’s Applied Research 
Institute. 

The water is located 500 metres 
below ground level. It has a salt con- 
tent about five times that of fresh 
water, which was once regarded as 
far too salty for agricultural use. But 
by utilizing trickle Irrigation 
systems, local scientists have 
developed s&lt-realstent varieties of. 
cucumbers, tomatoes, peppers and 
melons. 

In an Interview before he left for 
Nairobi, Schechter said that the 
water offered an additional advan- 
tage for off-season farming because 
of its high temperature (about 42" C). 


When the water was circulated 
through plastic pipes beneath the 
soil, plants grew faster, and winter 
yields were frequently much greater 
than those of unheated plots. 

The best yields were said to be 
achieved In greenhouses heated by a 
geothermal system which uses the 
warm water. 

The brackish water Is found In two 
seml-artesian aquifers (water- 
bearing strata) which stretch across 
toe Negev Desert from the Sinai 
Desert to the Dead Sea. Schechter es- 
timates that 80 million cubic metres 
of water can be pumped a nnu a lly 
from the Negev wells without 
depleting the supply for 200 years. 
Several wells in the Negev Mils near 
Beersheba are already supplying 
Negev farmers with such water. 

Schechter feels that many of the 
world's deserts sit on large reser- 
voirs of brackish water, which 
.seeped into the aquifers over a period 
of several thousands, of years. He 
cited the drought-stricken Sahel zone 
of North Africa, the Atacama of Chile 
and the American Southwest desert 
areas as deserts which have saline 
reservoirs. 

Schechter noted that Ben-Gurion 
University will soon begin a 
programme to train foreign 
agronomists in brackish water 
irrigation techniques. 



Finns say Israel favoured 
to win Davis Cup match

TEL AVIV. — The No. 1 players of 
-Israel and Finland. Yair 
Wertheimer, 22* and George Berner, 
will be first on court tomorrow in the 
s^on&raund Kuropeaii Zone Davis 
Cup tie between the two countries at 
the Israel Tennis Centre, Ramat 
Haaharon. 

The Finnish team captain. Tapio 
Jokinen, unhappy about the heat and 
the absence of two top players, said 
this should make Israel the 
favourites to win the match. 

• The draw, made at the Finnish 
Embassy here yesterday evening, 
pits the hosts' No. 2. Shlomo Glicks- 
tein, 19, against Ms Finnish opposite 
number, Matti Timonen, in the open- 
ing dav's second singles. 

Berner, a 29-year-old engineer, 
has represented his country in 14 
Davis Cup matches in the last 
decade, registering 12 singles and 
five doubles wins. During his long 
career he has scored victories over 
the champions of Italy and Poland, 
Adriano Pan&tta and Wojtek Fibak, 
and West German stars Hans- 
Jurgen Pohmann and Jurgen 
Faasbender. Berner has twice 
appeared at Wimbledon. 

Timonen, 23, a mathematics stu- 
dent at Helsinki University, has 
appeared in some half-dozen Davis 
Cup ties, winning four singles and 
three doubles. He also has a usefiu 
international record. The Finnish 
team is completed by 29-year-old 
lawyer Kristian Tammivuori, with 
Jokinen as non-playing captain. 

The remaining Israeli players are 
Dan She rr and Shai Puni. Coach and 
non-playing captain is Jackie Saul, 
and Haim Landes is team manager. 

After completing two hours of 
acclimatisation training at Ramat 
Haaharon yesterday morning, 
Jokinen and Berner told The 
Jerusalem Post: “It is really too hot 


for us. We are just not used to this 
kind of heat." The Finns arrived on 
Tuesday afternoon, and had their 
first light workout that evening. 

Joklnen-scdd: “We would have lik- 
ed more time to get used to your con- 
ditions. but the players could not get 
away earlier. The unaccustomed 
heat and unfamiliar fast courts, plus 
the fact that two of our leading 
■ players are unavailable, must make 
Israel favourites. If the match waa 
being held in Finland, frankly I 
would be much more hopeful about 
our chances." 

Saul expressed opt imis m about 
Israel's prospects — "But we are not 
taking anything for granted and 
might well be extended by our Fin- 
nish opponents."

Leading the first guided tour 
around Hai Bar, Aluf (Res,) 
Avraham Yaffe, the moving force 
behind the nature reserves, told the 
press that the *2m. invested so far all 
came from private donations to the 
Hal Bar Association. He praised 
Hurvitz for being the first minister to 
pledge a government donation — of 
IL750.000 — in order to bring the 
almost extinct Arabian oryx back to 
its biblical homeland. 

Turning to the Yotvata tourist cen- 
tre, Hurvitz lauded the kibbutz 'for 
/fa/.ifUTig'tn <wrpini±. thfl area's natural- 
resources and said he would help 
every initiative aimed at turnin g the 
area into a first-class tourist attrac- 
tion.

German court takes

labour camp near Lemberg, in 
..Galicia, Poland-. .. - 

The prosecution charged that in 
several cases Hein stripped and shot 
Jewish prisoners at random without 
orders bom Ms superiors. 

The West German court, from 
Saarbrucken, had comp to hear 
Barak Schneider, a member of toe 
kibbutz who is a Holocaust victim 
confined to a wheel chair because of 
disabilities in the lower limbs.

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Teng: U.S.-China ties 
set back by Vance trip 


PEKING. — Chinese Vice-Premier 
Teng Haiao-ping said In an Interview 
published on Tuesday that U.8. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance's re- 
cent visit to Peking marked a step 
backward in Sluo-Amerioan 
relations. 

In Washington the State Depart- 
ment, in a comment on the hater- 
view. said normal relations remain- 
ed the goal of current U.S.- China 
policy. 

In the interview with the 
Associated Press, Teng said the 
'Vance discussions represented a 
retreat from proposals advanced by 
former President Gerald Ford and 
former Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger. . 

Teng claimed in the interview, his 
first since returning to office in July, 
that former President Ford promis- 
ed In December 1975 that If re- 
elected he would break diplomatic 
relations with Taiwan, seat of the 
Chinese Nationalist Government, 
and establish them with Peking. 

Vance, however, only proposed 
setting up a U.S. liaison mission in 
Taiwan and a full diplomatic mission 
in Peking. And the Chinese rejected 
that. 

Teng made the comments to & 90- 
minute meeting with executives and 
directors of the AF who are an a 10- 
day visit to China. No direct 
quotations were permitted because, 
Chinese officials said, there was no 
official translation. Teng spoke 
through an interpreter. 

Teng said Ford promised during 
his visit 21 months ago that If re- 
elected he would resolve the Taiwan 
problem the same way the Japanese 


had done It. (Japan severed 
diplomatic relations with the 
Nationalists but has maintained non- 
governmental contacts, including 
substantial trade, w ith the Island.) 

Teng said Vance had, however, 
discussed establishing full 
diplomatic relations with China but 
at the same time establishing a dip- 
lomatic liaison office on Taiwan. In 
effect this would reverse the present 
situation, under which Hie U.S. has 
full relations with Taiwan and only a 
liaison mission in Peking. 

Teng said Ids discussions with 
Kissinger about Taiwan bad been 
based on the Idea that eventually it 
would be the U.S. that would have to 
make the moves necessary to nor- 
malize relations. However, he said, 
Vance came to Peking saying both 
sides would have to make efforts to 
normalize, and this, Tfeng said, is a 
Step back from the position of Ford 
and Kissinger. 

Teng stressed that the Vance 
meetings had been cordial and 
useful to exchange views but that 
reports of progress were wrong. 

The White House said on August 23 
that President Jimmy Carter and 
Vance believed the secretary's mis- 
sion to Peking had made "a good 
beginning" toward normalized 
relations. That statement also said 
“it would be premature, at this 
point, to draw firm conclusions from 
it.” 

After Tong’s comments on Tues- 
day, the State Department noted 
that U.S. and Chinese officials both 
had described the Vance talks In 
Peking as "cordial and useful.” The 
department spokesman would say 
little more. (AP, Reuter)

Battle rages fifth day 
for key Ethiopian city 


U.S. protests seizures 
at Moscow book fair 


MOSCOW (UPI). — American 
publishers yesterday awaited a 
Soviet response to their protest over 
confiscations of books and 
pamphlets Intended for exhibition at 
the first Moscow International Book 
Fair. 

Italian publisher Giulio Einandi 
meanwhile boycotted the fair for the 
second day In protest against the, 
Soviet refusal to grant a visa to his 
consultant on Soviet and Russian 
literature, Vittorio Strada, an 
independent-minded Italian Com- 
munist. 

Soviet customs inspectors con- 
fiscated four of the thhuimH books 
edited by Strada — Including a 
■collection of three short novels by ex- 
iled Soviet writer Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn, all of which had been 
officially published Inside the USSR, 
and "Trotsky: Literature and 


Revolution.” 

More than 1,800 publishers from 64 
countries are taking part in the fair 
which opened amid growing con- 
troversy on Tuesday. 

Special customs inspectors seized 
books — Including George Orwell's 
classic satires on totalitarian 
systems — “1984" and “Animal 
Farm” — as well aa leaflets and 
catalogues from American, British 
and West German exhibitors. Most 
of the confiscations appeared to be 
politically motivated. 

Chester Kerr, secretary of the 
Association of American Publishers, 
protested on behalf of the U.S. ex- 
hibitors. He said Boris Stuk&lin, 
chairman of the State Publishing 
Committee, told him the seizures 
were “a customs matter” but he : 
would look into them. 


NAIROBI. — Ethiopian troops and 
Somali-backed Insurgents went Into 
the' fifth day of fighting yesterday for 
control of the key Ethiopian city of 
Jljlga on the edge of the Ogaden 
region. 

Sanaa, the Somali news agency, 
said Western Somali Liberation 
Front (WSLF) forces battling In 
rough, hilly terrain 18 kma. west of 
Jljlga, killed 350 Ethiopians and 
'destroyed eight tanks, early yester- 
day. 

The skirmishes indicated the 
WSLF insurgents were keeping up 
the pressure in their attempt to oc- 
cupy Jljlga and continue their drive 
to take the nearby cities of Harar 
and Dire Dawa. If the three cities 
tall, it would give the WSLF a hold on 
the entire Ogaden region, in western 
Ethiopia. The WSLF’a aim hi to 
annex the Ogaden, Inhabited by 
three million ethnic Somalis, to a 
Greater Somalia. 

In bloody fighting near Jljlga on 
Tueaday, the Ethiopian national 
operative command claimed to have 
killed 778 enemy troopa and 
destroyed T2 tanks, 25 armoured 
vehicles and downed 35 Som&ll Mlgs. 
The Ethiopian report said the 
Somali-backed forces launched a 
two pronged attack over the 
weekend, but they were driven off 
with the enemy sustaining heavy 
losses. 


Claims could not be verified by in- 
dependent observers.. Somalia and 
Ethiopia have banned Western 
newsmen from the fighting areas 
since the WSLF drive started about 
July 15. 

Meanwhile, Somalia's rift with the 
Soviet Union, Us main arms supplier 
since 1869, appeared to be widening. 

In an interview with a Teheran 
newspaper. Colonel Am mad 
Mahmoud Far ah, a member- of 
Somalia's central committee of the 
Revolutionary Socialist Party, said:

Owen seeks end to 
Gibraltar blocade 

MADRID (Reuter). — British 
Foreign Secretary David Owen 
yesterday ended a three-day visit to 
Spain after laying the basis for. a 
negotiated settlement to the long- 
standing dispute over Gibraltar. 

Owen called for the reopening of 
Spain’s land frontier with the British 
colony, and at the same time promis- 
ed London’s support for Madrid's 
application to join the European- 
Economic Community (EEC). 

Britain's first Labour foreign 
secretary to visit Spain, Owen on 
Tueaday met Spanish socialist 
leader Felipe Gonzalez.

LONDON (AP). — A major new 
American-financed research project 
carried out here says it has produced 
firm evidence that violence on televi- 
sion leads to real life violence to 
youngsters who watch it. 

It says boys who watch a lot of 
television violence are almost 50 per 
cent more likely to indulge to real 
life violence than boys who do not 
watch as much screened mayhem. 

The findings were revealed here 
on Tuesday during the annual con- 
ference of the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science by 
research scientist William Belson. 

The project was financed by the 
Columbia Broadcasting System of 
America with a grant of $262,500. It 
began to 1973. and was carried out by ' 
Australian-born Dr. Belson among 
1,565 London boys aged 13 to 16. 

He said toe extent of each boy’s ex- 


posure to television violence was 
defined to terms of Ills viewing of a 
sample of 68 programmes. Each of 
the programmes was rated for levels 
of violence and analyzed for the kind 
of violence presented. 

He said one to every eight .of the 
boys interviewed admitted to 
between 10 and 100 incidents of 
violence over a period of six months. 

They ranged from burning another 
youngster on the chest and 
deliberately crashing a mflk float 
into a parked car, to smashing a car 
with a hammer and pounding a boy's 
head against a wall. 

He said that alter the statistics 
were interpreted with the aid of a 
computer, the team was left with 
evidence which “gives supp or t to the 
belief that long term exposure to 
television Increases the degree to 
which beys engage In vlslsnt 


behaviour.” 

The team made allowances for 
youthful bragging and tried to sift 
out other causes of aggression from 
their results. But -when those who • 
watched more and those who watch- 
ed less brute force on television were 
compared, those who watehbd -more 
violence were mare likely to commit 
It. 

The report called for ; widescale 
reduction of the amount of Violence 
on tdevftstea, and It fts hew being 
studied by television executives In i 
Britain and the U.9. - 
Belson told reporters at the con- 
ference that among programmes - 
most likely to inspire violence was * 
the American detective series 
“Startky and Hutch.” 

The British Broadcasting Corpora- - 
tion (BBC) said it welcomed the 
report and promised to evaluate it in - 
relation to existing codes of practice. .

Copland's Plano Quartet, written

provided the finale of this 
praiseworthy evening.

whisks the president off to a disused 
mine. Here the two sick men con- 
front each other In a relationship 
that ranges from farce to fierce un- 
derstanding. 

Meanwhile the security police un- 
der the control Of Colonel Fabler 
(Marius Weyers) try frantically to 
track them down. And a political 
assassination has been plotted by 
Russian agents among the 
president's own men. 

After a cliff-hanger climax aboard 
a damaged cable car high up In the 
Hartebeespoort mountains, an op- 
timistic Justice Is finally meted out. 

“Tigers Don't Cry," directed by 
Peter Colling on, was filmed In and 
around Johannesburg. It Is an un- 
usual film In that it suffers from 
some of the pitfalls of sentimentality 
and absurdity; but nevertheless, 1 b 
funny, continuously exciting and 
succeeds in holding one's curiosity 
right to the end. 


HEDDA (Tehelet, Tel Aviv) Starring 
Glenda Jackson, Timothy West, Jennie 
Linden and Peter Eyre. Directed by 
Trevor Noun. 

“HEDDA GABLER" la one of 
Henrik Ibsen's later plays, written in 
1890, which Issen was 62 and living in 
Munich, far from his native Norway. 
Acclaimed in his lifetime as a 
master of language and drama, he is 
one of the theatre's greatest critics 
of convention al m orals. 

Under the direction of Trevor 
Nunn the Royal Shakespeare Com- 
pany has transferred Its London 
production to the screen, with all its 
atmosphere of dingy elegance, cruel 
sunlight, and psychological menace. 
Unfortunately, the final moment 
when Hedda falls apart and Mils 
herself Is treated with the most ap- 
palling theat^aJ^lovenlJness. 

Hedda appears to be a victim of 
herself rather than of society as she 
unscrupulously sets out to destroy 
the troubled souls who come within 
her reach: her naive, academic hus- 
band George Teaman, her unhappy, 
but brave school acquaintance Thea 
El vs ted. and the alcoholic Eilet Lov- 
borg with whom she once had a 
secret liaison. 

Ms. Jackson's powerful talents 
and rather self-conscious 
mannerisms are moulded Into place 
by the strong and outstandingly good 
performances of Timothy West as 
Brack, Jennie Linden as Thea, Peter 
Eyre as Teaman and Patrick 
Stewart as Lovborg, creating, on the 
whole, a balanced and at times ab- 
sorbing production. 

TIGERS DON'T CRY (Bed, Tel Aviv) 
Starring Anthony Quinn, John Fhnilp Low 
and Simon Sabo la. Directed by Peter 
ColHnaon. 

THE AILING president of “Gamba" 
(powerful Zulu actor Simon Sabela) 

Is visiting South Africa for medical 
treatment, presenting the Republic 
with one of Its biggest security 
.headaches. Assigned to care for J4m_ 
are Slater- Jane Hobart (Sandra 
Prinaloo) and a troubled male nurse, 
"Sailor" Slade, played with an 
acceptable degree of pathos by 
Anthony Quinn. Slade, who believes 
he is dying from cancer, dreams up a 
simple but daring plan to kidnap the 
president, strictly for financial 
reward. His only objective is to 
guarantee the security of his teenage 
daughter, about whom he is totally 
obsessed. 

Against the background of a com- 
pelling musical score by Hennle 
Bekker, one of South Africa's most 
talented jazz musicians, Slade

TE3L AVIV. — Successful Investment 
strategy requires understanding of 
Investment alternatives. Its com- 
ponents. a «d perhaps equally impor- 
tant, a feeling for the economic en- 
vironment. To this -one must also br- 
ing an ability to analyse the various 

forms of investment, so as to provide 
some basis of comparison regarding 
intrinsic value and future expec- 
tations. 

The average investor U not 
equipped to carry out- such an 
analysis. In the recent past he has 
been reacting emotionally to reports 
in the press, ministerial statements, 
optimistic expectations of oil dis- 
covery, and the like. Investment 
commitments resulting from emo- 
tion or from “follow the mob" psy- 
chology have less than an average 
chance of success. 

The share market, to the neglect of 
other investment Instruments, has 
been the focus of attention for more 
. thaw one year. At the beginning of 
August popular market indices 
showed that on an overall basis the 
share market had appreciated by 
more thaw no per cent, in the past 
year. 

One of the more valuable tools in 
comparing shares in any given sec- 
tor is to draw up a prlce/ e arn fai ga 
ratio, and then to compare this 
figure for each company and ite 
deviation from the group average. . 
The price/earnlngs ratio Is the rela- 
j tion of a price of a share to the ear- 
nings per share figure. , 

Looking backwards to the end at 
1976, the average - price/e amings 
ratio for Investment companies was 
In the order of 8:1. By mid-July the 
figure had ballooned to more than 
25:1. Among the companies review- 
ed, one showed a 7.6 ratio at the end 
of 1976 versus a 241."! ratio to 
July- 

Only two companies, Bank Leuml 
Investments and Hapoalim 
Investments, showed ratios which 
were lower In July than at the end of t 
1976. Among real eatate issues 
Azorim is trading at a multiple more 
than 87 times Its earnings, and peo- 
ple continue to buy the shares. The 
banking sector, on the other hand. 
Tig* maintained an average multiple 
of about eight times- earnings during 
this period.

‘Regulate real estate 
brokerage,’ Maldan demands

Real eatate brokers should be 
licensed “because they provide a 
service of trust to their clients,” 
Maldan, the Israel association of 
property brokers, says. 

Tuvia Bier, veteran Jerusalem 
realty broker and a leader of the 200- 
member 'association, told The 
Jerusalem Poet this week: "For 
more than 20 years we have been 
demanding some sort of legislation 
that would regulate our end of the 
business. But, unfortunately, we are 
getting nowhere." 

Bier, who recently met with Hous- 
ing and Construction Minister Gi- 
deon Patt, Is not optimistic. Patt, he 
believes, agrees with the view 
prevailing at the Justice Ministry, 
that no administrative requirements 
should be put in the way of persons 
wishing to practise a profession that 
by its nature doeB not require 
academic training. 

“Besides helping us prevent unfair 
business practices, licensing would 
also protect the public," Bier insists. 
“A broker provides bis client — 
buyer or seDer — with a service of 
trust. Shouldn't he be liable to be put 
on the carpet If he violates that 
trust? 

“We want all brokers to undergo 
fundamental training in such sub- 
jects as real estate law, deeds and 
; taxation. When a prospective 
customer asks me about a piece of 
property, I tell him more than the 
price. I advise him about the proper- 
ty and appreciation taxes involved 
a mi also suggest what the so-called 
reasonable value of the property la, 
based upon valuations. 

“So, if a buyer or seller puts his 
faith in me. why shouldn't that faith 
be protected by law?" 

A licensing regulation, says Bier, 
will do more than set standards for 
what be and hla fellow Maldan 
members say is a profession rather 
than an avocation. 

Thus, an applicant for a real estate 
broker's permit would have to dis- 
close whether he has a criminal 
record. Malden's own regulations 
are strict, says Bier, and forbid one 
member from entering into a deal — 


either for buyer or seller — if 
another Maldan member is already 
involved in the transaction. 

Most of Israel's realty brokers’ 
business now is in second-hand hous- 
ing units, with newly built flats 
usually sold directly by the builders. 
The "standard" broker's commis- 
sion Is four per cent of the sale price, 
paid half by the buyer and half by the ' 
seller. 

Though a broker will occasionally 
give up part of hla commission to 
clinch a deal, increasing the com- 
mission would constitute a violation 
of the Cartels Control Law, accor- 
ding to legal experts. 

One member of the Knesset who 
agrees with Maldan la Moshe S hah al 
(Alignment). He told The Post last 
night: "As soon as the House 
reconvenes, I shall again submit my 
brokers licensing bill, which was 
stalled to the last Knesset by the then 
Justice Minister, Halm Zadok. He op- 
posed the bill despite tin fact that the 
late Avraham Ofer, aa Housing 
Minister, and Us legal adviser, both . 
favoured it. 

•The law I proposed would place 
real estate brokers under the super- 
vision of the Housing and Oanatruo- 
tign Ministry's inspector of contrac- 
tors. Regulations would prevent such 
practices aa offering to sell an 
owner’s property without hla express 
authority, or misrepresenting 
agricultural land aa soned for 
building or development purposes." 

Nine ‘safe* truckers to

Nine drivers of heavy vehicles will 
leave for Switzerland next month to 
represent Israel at the international 
competition of professional drivers 
of heavy vehicles in Lausanne. The 
nine drivers were chosen from a 
group of 30, who bad passed the 
"careful driver" test given 1 by the 
National Council for the Prevention 
of Accidents. 

The secretary general of the Coun- 
cil. Natan Tel-Nir, said that the pur- 
pose of the competition was to en- 
courage more drivers of trucks and 
buses to Join the safe driver cam- 
paign.

or more lucrative professions, 
Krammer says, and fishing schools 
that have been tried here have not 
been too successful. 

At present the village employs 20 
fishermen and provides a livelihood 
for 160 Beduin who fish or work in the 
dining room and tourist facilities. 

The Government will be asked to 
provide half the investment for the 
expanded village. It will certainly 
have our cooperation, Krammer 
states, pointing to the fact that. the. 
Government has also supplied 
fishing nets to the Nueiba fishermen 
to encourage their enterprise. 
But, he warns, wherever other in- 
dustries are developed in a place, 
fishing Is diminished, as was the 
case at Di-Zahav, where the catch 
waa drastically reduced aa soon aa 
the place became a tourist centre. 

Perhaps, these fishermen are 
better Informed about the sea's fish 
potential than we are; they are 
welcome to try to convince us, 
Krammer declares.

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Waiting for the DMC 


THS TABLES, it seems, haw been turned; now it Is the coal! 
tion that is actively wooing the Democratic Movement for 
Change, while the DMC, though not unwilling, is playing it cool. 
Or perhaps it only seems so. 

The calculations on both sides are plain enough. The new 
government, especially Mr. Begin, currently enjoys con- 
siderable popularity. But this could ebb away in time. Such an 
unpleasant prospect is aggravated by uncertainty about the at- 
titude of the Council of Sagos. 

Should that venerable body some day decide that the pledges 
given by Mr. Begin to Rabbi Alter in matters of religion are not 
being carried out with suitable despatch* it could order Agudat 
Yisrael to withdraw ita support of the Government. The likely 
result would be new elections, at a time not necessarily of Mr. 
Segln’a choosing. 

The addition of 16 DMC Knesset Members to the Government 
benches would therefore be a valuable insurance policy against 
anv sudden crisis of parliamentary confidence. 

The DMC for ita part is prepared to forget and forgive the 
slights inflicted upon it in the past, and Join the Likud and the 
NRP in the Cabinet. More than a few of the party’s leading 
members simply refuse to resign themselves to a future as op- 
ponents rather than authors of change. 

In the abortive negotiations last month, the DMC appreciably 
scaled down its supposedly irreducible conditions for Joining the 
coalition. But it would still not budge from two demands: that 
the Ministry of Health be Included in the proposed Ministry of 
Social Betterment, which had originally been promised to the 
DMC; and that the number of electoral districts in the reform of 
the system of representation should not be less than sixteen. 

Rejection of these two demands doomed the earlier talks. In 
the meantime, however, there have been signs that key figures 
within the Likud and the NRP were having second thoughts in 
the matter. There was expectation, therefore, that Mr. Begin 
would have some news for Prof. Yadin when they met, at the 
Prime Minister’s own initiative, yesterday morning. 

As it turned outi Mr. Begin’s only offer was to put off accep- 
tance of the DMC'a demands. To placate Mr. Shostak, he would 
be permitted to keep the health portfolio until after the Knesset 
passed the medical insurance bill, which could take several 
years; and to appease the NRP, which is still fearful — wrongly, 
in the opinion of some experts — of having to contest more than 
10 districts, resolution of the issue would be entrusted to a joint 
committee for the next two years. 

It is not surprising that these proposals were turned down flat 
by the DMC's chairman. For some in the DMC it seemed fresh 
proof that, however urgently he might need Its backing, the 
Likud’s leader did not really want the DMC in the Cabinet. 

Still, this may not be the last word on the subject from either 
side, for Mr. Begin 's need and the DMC’s desire converge. The 
psychological tug-of-war will, therefore, probably go on until 
after the High Holidays. 


Still printing money 


A MONTH AGO. the Treasury's budget chief, Sar-Shalom 
Shiran, stated that there will be no more deficit financing until 
the end of the current fiscal year. 

Figures published for the month of August Just expired show a 
deficit of ILl,300m. — more than the much-criticised Alignment 
managed to pile up on the average during Its five-month spell of 
pre-election apathy. 

There are, of course, explanations. The flow of monetary ac- 
tivity takes some time to dam. Public loans, notably the 
employer’s loan, happened to come up for repayment in August, 
which pumped XLBOOm. into circulation. But where are the 
counter-measures? Industry is now flush with cash, and the 
banks have credit to spare. The Bank of Israel is t hink i n g of 
tightening up on liquidity. Why was that not done before? 

Quick decisions are imperative. A brave beginning, it is true, 
has been made, but the impulse can easily be lost. Purchasing- 
power was slashed (through the cut in subsidies) — and the 
wage-earning public took the prescription stoically. They 
accepted it as part of a belt-tightening programme affecting 
ever/body. 

But if the Treasury goes on “printing" money, at a time when 
salaries are frozen, the new cash will all flow into the bulging 
pockets of the self-employed. Experience shows what havoc 
that kind of financial slackness plays with the public mood.

Begin will be visiting the site now 
known as Moshav Neot Sinai, again 
at the end of this month for 
ceremonies marking Its Incorpora- 
tion aa a civilian settlement. The 

farm manager has sent a letter to 
Begin reminding him of his commit- 
ment and reassuring him that a 
house has Indeed been set aside for 
his use, as the Prime Minister had 
requested.

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NISSAN 27 WAS fixed as Heroes and 
MartyrB Remembrance Day 
because the Warsaw Ghetto Revolt 
was launched on that day. This is the 
explanation commonly given In the 
recent discussions of Prime Minister 
Begin 's proposal to transfer the 
"Martyrs" aspect of the Remem- 
brance Day observances to Tisha 
B'&v and the “Heroes" aspect to 
Independence Day- 

In fact, by Nissan 27-May 2, 1943, 
what is known as the Warsaw Ghetto 
Revolt (there were several such 
risings) was already two weeks old,, 
having broken out on the first bight 
of Passover (April 19) . Nissan 27 was 
the compromise date chosen by the 
Knesset — because it fails a week 
after Passover (during which mour- 
ning rites are prohibited by Jewish 
tradition) and a week before Fallen " 
Soldiers Remembrance Day and 
Independence Day. 

Begin’s proposal has raised a 
furore in the Yad Vashem Heroes 
and Martyrs Remembrance Authori- 
ty, among the ex-partisans’ and 
Holocaust survivors' organizations, 
and in secularist circles. 


There are some very good reasons, 
writes MOSHE KOHN, to accept 
Prime Minister Begin’s suggestion 


that the ‘Martyrs’ aspect of Remem- 
brance Day should be transferred to 
Tisha B'av. 


Remembering the Holocaust 


The proposal was the subject of a 
heated discussion in the Knesset on 
August 2, when Gideon Hausner, 
Chairman of the Yad Vashem Coun- 
cil and Adolf Elchin ftnfi’a chief 
prosecutor 16 years ago, and fanner 
Education and Culture Minister 
Aharon Yadlin submitted motions 
demanding that the House hold a 
full-scale discussion on the matter. 
Since then, it has also been discussed 
extensively In the media, and an 
August 24 the Yad Vashem Council 
voted 16-1, with two abstentions, to 
oppose the move. 


Such a proposal. Including Begin’s 
additional suggestion that the Fallen 
Soldiers Remembrance Day obser- 
vances also be transferred to Tisha 
B'av, has been made a few times In 
the past (see for example The 
Jerusalem Post, July 17, 1973). Made 
mainly by publicists, however, 
though also by Holocaust survivors, 
especially by those who also lost 
husbands or sons in Israel’s wars It ' 
received scant attention. 

Now that It has been broached by 
the head of our "rightisti'-Orthodox 
coalition government. It is receiving 
too much attention — “too much," in 
the sense that much of the discussion 
Is irrelevant, having to do less with 
the proposal's substance than with 
Its latest author’s status and political 
and religious style. Though it should 
be noted that its opponents Include 
such Orthodox figures as Tel Aviv 
Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi Yitzhak 
Yedidiah Frankel, - a leader of the 
Polish- Jewish Lands manna choft, 
and Halm Lazar, a Herat intellectual 
and Holocaust-survivor activist. 

Some of the arguments against the 
proposal are worthy of considera- 
tion. Yadlin and others have noted, 
for example, that Nissan 27 Fan* 
while school is in session, making it 
possible to devote the week between 
then and Independence Day to "an 


Intensive learning programme on 
the theme, 'From Holocaust to ‘ 
Restoration'." 

This, they say, will be Impossible if 
the Remembrance Day observances 
are shifted to Tisha B’aV, which falls 
in mid-summer. (Does this Imply 
that our children are taught nothing 
about the hist my and mea nin g Of, 
Tisha B’av in the schools?) Further- 
more, Yadlin writes ("Maariv." 
August 17), “let us sot tamper with a - 
tradition that has crystallized In our 
time." 

Yadlin of all people Is fflso con- 
fused about the origin of "Holocaust 
Day" — aa it is commonly colled.' 
When the Knesset fixed the date, he 
writes, it displayed “good historical 
sense" in choosing Nissan 27, “the 
day of the Warsaw Ghetto Revolt" 

Yitzhak Korn, Secretary-General 
of the World Labour Zionist Move- 
ment, speaking at a meeting at 
which the movement's -Secretariat 
resolved to oppose Begin's proposal, 
said that "Holocaust Day is a part of 
our national memory,” and 
transferring its observances to Tisha 
B’av would “diminish the unique- 
ness” of bo th obse rvances. 

In fact, be and others have said, the 
other national tragedies whose 
remembrance, has been incor- 
porated Into the Tisha B’av liturgy 


have been virtually forgotten, and 
the adoption of Begin's proposal 
"will result In the obliteration of 
Holocaust Day from Jewish 
memory." 


THERE IS ENOUGH validity to 
these arguments to make them 
worth while considering. However, 
they do not constitute, a conclusive 
negation of Begin’s proposal. It 
means that if the proposal is 
adopted, its proponents will have to 
consider- how to implement it In a 
way that the remembrance of the 
Holocaust and of the Jewish people's 
fwiiAw fighters gets ita due emphasis.

THE CASE OF MEYER LANSKY

Not only in paperbacks but also in 
the columns of America’s greatest 
dallies and weeklies, we continually 
find descriptions of the Mafia, 
together with the names of the 
leaders. They include Mr. Lansky 
high on the list of leaders. 

If all these gentlemen are so Inno- 
cent, why don’t they sue the 


publishers for libel? Doesn’t Mr. 
Landau know that, la every country, 
there are thousands of criminals 
walking the streets who cannot be 
convicted because the evidence was 
cleverly concealed or the witnesses 
intimidated? 

If Mr. Lansky was so Innocent, 
why did he flee the U.S. and not want 
to go back? If he was innocent he 
should have insisted on going back 
and dealing his name. 

I ask the same question about Mr. 
Flatto-Sharon. If he is as Innocent as 
he says, why doesn't he insist on go- 
ing hack to France to clear his 
name? 

All the years of his life Meyer 
Lansky never thought of coming to 
live in Israel and probably never 
even visited the co un t ry. At the age 
of 72, when there Is s warrant out for 
his arrest, he suddenly discovers his 
"good Jewish heart," becomes a 
Zionist and wants to live in Israel. 

Flatto-Sharon made a statement 
which Is a sad comment on this 
situation. During the electoral cam- 


paign, he was asked on TV whether 
the money he was giving out ao free- 
ly in Israel wasn’t “black" money. 
His reply was that “60 per cent of all 
the money given to Israel by Jews 
abroad is black money." This 
remark is an insult to the thousands 
of Jews abroad who help Israel 
financially.

As a new immigrant and an ex- 
perienced oar owner for a number of 
yean abroad and one year in Israel, 
I find for the first time that I too 
neglect servicing my car. Why? 
Because I find there Is absolutely 
no price control on repairs (after 
* comparing prices at different gar- 
ages), and I have not as yet found a 
garage I can trusts If a car owner 
does not have a friend of a friend of a 
friend or relative who runs a garage, 
he is in trouble in Israel. 

True, I am a female and a garage 
worker or manager looks at me and 
assumes I know nothing about cars; 
therefore he immediately takes ad- 


vantage of this by quoting a ridi- 
culous price for repairs^ fixing the 
wrong thing, or making totally un- 
• necessary repairs. For example, 
when I ask for the clutch to be ad- 
justed and the garage manager looks 
in the engine and tells me I need a 
new clutch that will only cost 110,600, 
I get a feeling of dishonesty on 
the part of the garage manager and 
proceed to ask a few questions: 1) 
What did he. base his price on? 2) 
Does he think I’m stupid enough to 
leave my car in his hands? 


Instead of a proposed "institute" 
for owners to check their cars 
(which should be part of the job of a 
good garage), maybe J»Sr. Ronen 
should think of investing in setting 
up a price control system and 
employ persons that would check up 
on the garages every couple of 
weeks, making sure that these 
places are doing a quality job at the 
controlled rates.

This means that the rabbis whose 
approval Begin has received (so far, 
most notably. Rabbi Joseph B. 
Soloveitchik, nestor of American so- 
called “Modern Orthodoxy" and of 
the Religious Zionist movement In 
the U.S. , and Israeli Chief Rabbis 
Shlomo Goren and Ovadiah Yosef) 
will have to take the initiative in see- 
ing to it that the Tiaha B'av liturgy 
gives due prominence to the newly 
added themes and that new prayer- 
books including relevant elegies are 
printed. 

It also means that they and their 
followers will have to cooperate with 
non-religious elements in adding 
ceremonies now observed on the two 
Remembrance Days to the 
traditional Tiaha B’av observances, 
and to participate In these 
ceremonies and encourage religious 
Jews to follow suit. 

Furthermore it means that our 
educational authorities and our 
teachers will have to find more im- 
aginative and more fruitful ways of 
teaching our children the history and 
meaning of Tisha B’av — all aspects 
of it — than by ad hoc crash 
programmes such as the week-long 
‘‘Holocaust to Restoration” 
programme mentioned by Yadlin. 

It means, simply, that the Destruc- 
tion, the Holocaust, and the other 
calamities remembered in the Tisha 
B’av liturgy will have to be made a 
natural part of the year-round school 
curriculum and of the textbooks in' 
the relevant subjects: history; 
customs; etc. — and new textbooks 
will have to be written accordingly. 
In general, it is Ugh time that we put 
an end to all these crash 
programmes on “Jewish con- 
sciousness," Oriental Jewry, etc., 
and integrated all aspects of global 
Jewish history and life into the nor- 
mal curriculum.
